contributing cau.se of the present 
high tuberculosis mortality. Sta¬ 
tistics show that the mortality 
rate from tuberculosis between the 
ages of 16 and 25 years has de¬ 
creased only about one-half as 
much during the last ten years as 
among all other ages combined, 
and is 75 per cent higher among 
girls than boys. 

The pre-.school child death rate 
from tuberculosis during the same 
period has shown the greatest de¬ 
crease, due largely to the nation¬ 
wide interest centered on this 
particular age period. The ’teen 
age is now taking the place of 
the pre-school age as the “ne¬ 
glected” age. 

-As the body grows it fills the 
health reservoirs of good tissues 
and blood from only one source— 
good, wholesome food and enough 
of it. The ’teen age boy usually 
is not worried over his food ex¬ 
cept to get enough of it; conse¬ 
quently he builds up greater re¬ 
sistance. However, over-devotion 
to athletics may drain a youths’ 
vitality at this great growth age. 

A vicious circle is often formed 
before parents become aware of 
what has taken place. Under¬ 
feeding, under-sleeping, over-ac¬ 
tivity, unilue mental and physical 
strain all tap the healtn reservoir 
of youth. 

Girls and boys need to enroll 
in a sane and vitally important 
health course along with their 
other school activities; ami fur¬ 
thermore, need to apply intelli¬ 
gently the lessons learned. 

Parents, teachers and employ¬ 
ers must learr. just how heavy a 
load of sturly, work and recrea¬ 
tional activities youth can safely 
carry. A yearly check-up should 
be made through means of thoro 
physical examinations. Through 
intelligent co-operation and the 
stressing of the importance of 
health at the ’teen age, the high 
mortality from tuberculosis at 
this dangerous and neglected age 
can be cut down.

Mr. Tilton stated 100 people 
were required to make fifty feet 
of busine.ss frontage. This aver¬ 
age will vary slightly in some 
sections. In Sacramento the av¬ 
erage would run about 100 people 
for every 07 feet; in Pasadena, 
about 00 to 01 feet; Los .Angeles 
about 11 feet. He stated that in 
Los .Angeles the population of 
people of the age of 00 and over 
runs about 10 per cent, while in 
most of the large cities it rarely 
runs around six. 

Mr. Tilton spoke of the value 
of beautiful drives so that peo¬ 
ple driving thru in autos can see 
something of the character of 
the city.
